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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues structure illustrations in 
Yamada Figures that are known to be incorrect. Examiner acknowledges errors in Figures 10A and 10B of Yamada per Final Rejection 
pages 14 and 15. However, it is well known in the art of liquid crystals that neighboring pixel electrodes formed on the same layer must 
be separated by a region where the pixel electrodes are not formed (gaps) in order to prevent electrical shorting of said neighboring pixel 
electrodes. Such requisite regions (gaps) are not illustrated in Figures 10A and 10B of Yamada, but they are known to exist as needed to 
comprise a functional display. Said regions (gaps) of Yamada are under the dielectric frames of Yamada and do read on the claimed 



invention. 
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
